I 
discussed the subject with Miss Furfari and suggested the Congressman 
might wish to call the constituent's attention to the fact that appropriate 
congressional committees having jurisdiction over the Agency had completely 
reviewed the Powers case and appeared satisfied with the handling and 
disposition of the case. Miss Furfari said she would pass this information 
on to Mr. Staggers.
